It's  a joy  to  drive  from  Victoria  to  Duncan  now.  Once  the 
distance  was  about  44  miles.  Straightening  the  kinka  in  the 
Island  highway  has  cut  it  to  a bare  40.  and  from  Longford  I-ake 
It’s  only  28. 

For  the  most  part  the  road  is  broad  and  smooth.  The  change 
has  been  accomplished  without  throwing  much  scenery  away. 


But  as  I whistled  along  the  road  last  Sunday  to  make  one 
of  my  occasional  visits  to  my  father  and  mother  at  Duncan.  I 
couldn't  help  feeling  a touch  of  regret  for  the  twirls  of  road 
which  have  been  by  passed. 

They  stand  forlorn  and  weed-grown  small  roads  to  nowhere. 
These  days,  most  people  want  the  direct  route.  There  la  littla 
time  to  meander. 

- It  would  be  foolish  to  expect  these  stretches  to  be  used  as 
alternate  roads.  I can’t  imagine  the  Public  Works  Department 
posting  signs  which  said:  “Scenic  Drive  for  15  Yards." 

But  I hope  they  don't  abandon  any  of  the  longer  stretches. 
Sofne  drivers  still  want  to  make  a leisurely  trip. 

Places  like  Cobble  Hill  are  sitil  on  the  map.  though  the 
highway  has  passed  them  by.  Perhaps  Cobble  Hlil  is  a shade 
quieter  than  it  once  was.  Cowtchan  Bay  is  lively  enough.  So 
is  Duncan,  which  has  grow-n  considerably  despite  the  fact  that 
its  business  section  is  now  several  blocks  away  from  the  highway. 

But  with’  the  rezoning  of  Duncan's  Trunk  Road,  the  business 
section  seems  likely  to  expand  to  meet  the  highway.  A store  and 
a gas  station  already  stand  at  the  comer  of  Trunk  Road  and 
the  highway. 

Fair  soma  of  money  were,  and  will  be,  made  and  lost  by  tha 
re  location  of  the  road.

Now  I've  got  a little  off  the  main  track  myself.  I started 
out  to  aay  that  It's  a pleasant  drive  to  Duncan  -and  it  certainly 
la.  especially  on  a sunny  day  when  the  broom  and  the  dogwood 
are  In  full  blossom. 

You  can  keep  your  eye*  on  the  road  as  you  pass  up  the 
Malahat  opposite  the  place  where  the  loggera  are  ripping  the 
hide  off  the  mountain  across  the  arm.  As  a matter  of  fact,  it  is 
best  that  yousdo  keep  your  eyes  on  the  road  here  if  you're 
driving,  because  this  is  really  one  of  the  twisted  and  d&ngeroua 
sections. 

Avert  your  eyes,  too.  when  you  go  through  the  stretch  where 
a certain  industrial  plant  has  spread  white  dust  on  the  trees 
for  several  miles.  By  the  way.  no  one  wants  to  put  a wet  blanket 
on  industry,  but  I have  heard  that  there  is  some  new  equipment 
on  the  market  to  catch  the  dust  before  it  escapes. 

Apart  from  these  things,  every  prospect  pleases.  There  is 
a fine  large  view  out  to  sea.  with  the  sun  gleaming  on  the  water, 
and  the  little  twigs  of  boats,  the  fields  of  Saanich,  the  blue-green 
islands,  and  the  broom  blossoms  all  around  like  a wall  of  golden 
flame  a 

The  dogwoods  are  no  mean  sight,  eilher,  with  their  great 
waxy  flowers.  Those  flowers  do  make  a fine  display  in  the  living 
room.  1 suppose,  but  the  people  who  plan  to  tear  loose  a few 
sprigs  of  our  provincial  emblem  flower  should  stop  and  remember 
the  laws  which  protect  our  dogwood  tree. 

Chapter  98  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948. 
provides  a $25  fine  for  anyone  caught  tearing  down  or  uprooting 
dogwood  or  rhododendron  on  Crown  land,  or  on  private  land 
without  the  owner's  permission.  All  the  dogwood  which  grows 
beside  the  highway  is  taboo,  according  to  the  letter  of  the  law. 

I have  seen  quite  a few  dogwood  bouquets  around,  never- 
theless. but  perhaps  they  were  legitimately  harvested  from 
private  land.

There's  nothing  at  all  to 
soldiering  — except  the  actual 
fighting  when  mere*  wmeone 
to  polish  your  boots,  wash  your 
clothes,  make  your  bed.  clean 
your  tent  ‘if  you  have  onei.  brew 
tea  or  cofree  at  Intervals  during 
.the  day,  and  generally  anticipate 
| most  of  your  personal  needs.  Hot 
water  for  shaving  in  the  morn 
ing.  for  instance. 

And  all  for  30.000  won  <$51  a 
month. 

There  are  many  who  don't  get 
every  that.  They  are  happy  to 
rnme  along  as  part  of  a unit. 
Working  their  passage  in  return 
for  food,  clothing  and  a “home" 
iff  time  of  war. 

ONK  PER  PI.ATOON 
Individual  riflemen,  naturally, 
haven’t  their  own  houseboys  - 
whose  ages  vary  from  15  to  25 
But  usually  thereV*  one  to  earh 
platoon  and  three  In  each  com- 
pany kitchen. 

More  self-contained  ports  of  a 
hattallon.  however,  like  the  In-

Incidentally  exposes  to  Russia  all  the 
fears  and  Inhibitions  that  mark  American 
foreign  policy.  Whether  to  do  this  or  do  that, 
or  not  to  do  it  lest  it  provoke  the  Soviet 
Union  to  militant  action,  is  currently  the  core 
of  the  questioning  to  which  high-ranking 
officers  are  being  put.  Fundamentally,  of 
course,  the  issue  is  of  vital  importance. 

That  being  so.  it  is  interesting  to  note 
what  YVinston  Churchill  said  in  the  British 
House'  of  Commons  last  week,  speaking  in  the 
debate  on  the  shipment  of  strategic  materials 
from  1 long  Kong  and  elsew  here  to  Red  China. 
**It  is  always  dangerous  to  predict  anything 
that  might  happen,”  he  stated,  “but  in  my 
view  n Soviet  attack  w ill  hot  arise  because  of 
an  incident.  An  incident  may  l>e  a pretext, 
but  the  moment  will  be  fixed  as  a result  of 


long,  cold  calculation,  or  miscalculation  . . . 
I do  not,  therefore,  consider  the  question  of 
our  doing  our  duty  by  Hong  Kong  should  lie 
overclouded  by  statements  that  this  will  bring 
on  a general  war.  No  one*  knows  what  will 
bring  on  a general  war  except  those  who  have 
the  supreme  power  in  the  Kremlin.  Our 
advice  to  the  Government  is  to  stop  rubber 
entirely  now.” 

Mr.  Churchill  would  be  the  last  to  claim 
infallibility;  but  on  his  record  no  man  alive 
has  show  n more  prescience  in  his  judgments 
on  international  affairs,  nor  has  a greater 
sense  of  the  movements  of  history.  Too  often 
of  late  it  has  seemed  that  the  West  is  para- 
lyzed into  inaction  because  of  the  obsession 
that  it  must  not  provoke  the  Soviet  Union  in 
any  way,  and  the  result  is  a bowing  to  Com- 
munist threats  and  blackmail.  Mr.  Churchill’s 
viewpoint  at  least  merits  deep  and  earnest 
eonsidoration. 


Police  Officers  Should  Set  an  Example 


ON  the  principle  that  example  Is  the^est 
teacher,  one  is  entitled  to  look  for  n 
high  standard  of  driving  from  uni- 
formed policemen,  since  education  in  good 
motoring  practices  is  part  of  the  function  of 
police  forces.  The  rules  may  have  to  go  by 
the  board  when  an  officer  is  on  an  emergency 
call,  but  at  all  oilier  times  the  way  he  handles 
a car  in  traffic  should  be  a model  for  the  rest 
of  us. 

Mostly  the  police  are  careful  and  consider- 
ate drivers,  but  not  always.  Yesterday,  a 
sinking  example  of  discourtesy  by  a uni- 
formed policeman  was  observed  on  Douglas 
Street  in  the  thick  of  rush-hour  traffic.  If 
this  officer  (not  a member  of  the  city  force, 
by  the  way)  had  set  out  to  show  “how  not 
to  do  it”  he  could  not  have  put  on  a better 
demonstration.  As  a display  of  ordinary  driv- 
ing it.  could  scarcely  have  born  worse. 

With  left  eltvow  protruding  and  forearm 
■upporting  the  roof  in  such  a way  as  to  be 


mistaken  for  a right-hand  signal,  he  broke 
most  of  the  courtesy  rules  in  the  l>ook. 
Between  Fort  and  Pandora  he  ignored  the 
plainly  marked  traffic  lam's,  stradding  the 
dividing  line.  Twice  as  traffic  light*  showed 
red  lie  blacked  other  vehicles  from  turning 
right;  then  proceeded  straight  ahead  when 
the  light  changed.  To  cap  everything,  at 
Pandora  he  made  a right  turn  from  the  middle 
lam’,  forcing  cars  on  his  Inside  to  an  abrupt 
halt  and  breaking  through  a line  of  people 
in  the  pedestrian  lane. 

For  four  city  blocks  this  policeman  dis- 
organized traffic  in  his  Immediate  vicinity. 
Maybe  he  was  wool-gathering,  with  his  mind 
on  weightier  matters  of  law  enforcement. 
Whatever  the  reason,  it  was  a very  poor  show 
on  the  part  of  any  police  officer,  and  one  not 
calculated  to  further  the  cause  of  traffic 
education  so  much  advocated  by  bends  of 
police  forces  as  the  first  cure  for  bad  driv  ing 
and  bad  traffic  manners.

A DISTINCTION  was  made  by  th# 
Minister  of  Finance.  Hon.  Douglas 
Abbott,  in  th#  House  of  Common*; 
between  the  organized  and  the  un- 
organized section  of  our  population. 
He  blamed  primarily  “highly  organ- 
ized pressure  group#”  for  continued 
Infla'ion  threatening  the  well-being 
of  the  majority  of  people. 

Th#  minister  then  added  a very  sig- 
nificant statement.  He  aaid  that  faith 
reposed  In  his  policies  was  * entirely 
misplaced”  If  It  thought  that  either 
he  or  “any  other  person  In  my  posi- 
tion or  any  government  can  cure  thoae 
(inflationary)  forces" 

Are  we  drifting  Into  rule  when 
“highly  organized  pressure  groups’* 
render  a minister  “or  any  govern- 
ment" impotent? 

That  Is  an  arfmixlson  we  would  not 

like  to  accept  g*  valid.  It  far  tran- 


scends merely  the  appraisal  of  relative 
strength  between  two  allegedly  exist- 
ing groups,  the  organized  pressure 
group#  and  the  ordinary  citizen.  It 
affects  the  very  essence  of  govern- 
ment We  would  much  rather  main- 
tain that  In  any  society  the  (boat 
highly  organized  group  is  Its  citizens, 
banded  together  through  free  parlia- 
mentary democracy  into  orderly  gov- 
ernment precisely  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting  themselves  against  the 
exploitation  and  victimization  by  In- 
dividual pressure  groups. 

To  admit  that  government  is  im- 
potent to  protect  the  commonwealth 
against  the  overwhelming  strength  of 
pressure  groups  is  not  merely  arousing 
anxiety  but  questioning  the  very 
soundness  of  our  social  fabric.  Th# 
public  cannot  accept  such  an  abdica- 
tion of  rule  by  government  In  favor 
of  “preaaure  groups".

One  of  the  C B C.  producers  was  rw* 
cenlly  entrusted  with  the  Job  of 
nursing  a provincial  cabinet  minister 
through  the  recording  of  a fairly 
important  radio  address.  This  gentle- 
man was  not  only  nervous  of  radio, 
but  nervous  of  the  speech  he  had  to 
utter.  He  brought  along  with  him  hit 
departmental  public  relation*  man, 
who  w as  alsO  one  of  his  closest  cronies, 
an  old  friend.  He  came  into  the  studio 
to  stand  by  his  cabinet  minister.
